»THE NEW PROBLEM IN 


. FARMING. 
, CHANGING OVER TO 
á CEREALS. 


E write at what is, perhaps, the most 
confusing moment for Irish farming 
within Irving memory, Neither free 

to work his own land without artificial. re- 
strictions and inducements nr allowed to 
throw. his responsibilities on the State, the 
average farmer, whose standby is the sale of 
his cattle, finds himself cut off from his 
natural market, and is offered, instead of it, 
a new, highly problematical home business, 
which he may attempt, without any assur- 
ance of success or may neglect at his peril, 
in view of threats of his land being 
given to others. He is to grow: wheat and, 
or, other cereals under a scheme, whose com- 
plexities, as ae in the Bill now before 
the Dail, are beyond his easy, or—if he is 
the average product oí our lob-sided educa- 
tion—his possible, comprehension. He may 
not know the best methods of raising cereals, 
and may be acutely aware that success or 
failure in this bail of agriculture will turn 
rices, facts pro- 
bably quite outside his ability to adjust or 
even to influence. He does not know how 
weather conditions, the markets, our inter- 
national relations, will affect his results, and 
he is unwilling, probably unable, to “ make 
up his mind ” as to what he is to do. Is 
there, then, anything he can turn his atten- 
tion to in the meanwhile? 


Some Factors in the Problem. 


We think there is. Although no advice 
can be given him »which. will. release -him 
immediately from his dilemma, there are cer- 
tain matters which he can go to work upon 
or, at least, think out. The first is to see 
how far his, farm is,capable of new develop- 
mente yarposet lly planned... Two difficulties 
will meet him: at the outset. . He will. almost 
certainly have to study new. techniques—quite 
certainly, if he decides to, pursite cereal. grow- 
ing in the light: of the newest. discoveries, on 
up-to-date: lines, with the: best. equipment. 
And, quite  certainly.. again, “he will “have 
to count. the . cost... This {js unfortunate, 
for many of the essential items in his cost 
accounting are not, now and cannot imme: 
diately be known. But if labour, seeding, 
manuring and the cash (or credit) needful 
for cereal culture are uncertain, he knows 
one thing: he must keep down his costs to 
the barest minimum, consistent with effi- 
ciency. For this, if his farm be large enough, 
he may have to reorganise ‘it altogether. 
His layout has been dominated, no doubt, 
by what he has found to pay him in the 
past. He does not know what is going to 
ay him in the future, and we believe Mr. 
ogan was right when he told the Dail last 
week that it. will be two years before the 
farmer will know how the changes about to 
be superimposed on his previous .schemes 
will affect him, and we wish we could think 
him wrong: in his belief that the effects will 
be adverse. Still, presumably many will 
make a small experiment. 


Home ** Feed '. and Home Foods. 


_ Probably no ene can tell with assurance 
just how to change the layout of the farm 
with which the tiller alone is intimately 
acquainted, but information from’ the’ De- 
partment of Agriculture skould be sought 
regarding soils, seeds, culture, and will, 
no doubt, be readily given. It is possible 
by new methods to re-orientate the had to 
advantage in some cases. A study made by 
the College of Agriculture and the Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station of the University 
of Illinois disclosed some helpful results, all 
based on common-sense. One of these was, of 
course, the utilisation of home-raised food and 
home-grown feeds, and on the latter aspect 
of the farmer’s work a Minnesota farmer gave 
valuable information through ‘ Hoard’s 
Dairyman ” last month, showing how a re- 
arrangement of the fields, working in with 
alterations in the rotational. method, raised 
the average total digestible nutrients from 
1,494lbs. per acre to 1,802, reducing the cost 
for growing each 100lbs. of these nutrients 
by nearly a quarter. ' 

Where the object to be pursued is to buy 
a minimum of feeds or none (relying ex- 
clusively on those grown on the. farm), 
advice from experts may be needed, This 
problem should be studied side by side with 
the cognate question of how far it is better 
in the conditions of to-day to consume farm 
foods “in the family” rather than to face 
the incalculable changes and chances of 
bonuses, tariffs, quotas and other restrictions 
or attractions, imposed by politicians, either in 
the interests of their policies, as the result of 
pressure (not always intelligently applied !), 
or in the sincerely imagined interests of farm- 
ing by those who do not derive their in- 
Spiration from practising it. The farmer’s 
own planning will turn on the capabilities of 
the farm, and he will have to bear it well in 
mind that it will not pay him in the long run 
to raise crops, the nominal prices for which 
sound lucrative, unless he can satisfy himself 
that the unit of price is going to make for 
him and his family a living wage, based on 
the unit of cost; This cost he will measure 
by the acre or the beast or the gallon of milk 
or bushel of grain, taking fully into account 
all his overhead expenses, and remembering 
that there is no eviderice so far that he will 
be “'forgiven ” the annuities. 


The Chances of Success : How to 
Fail ! 


‘A concrete example of such measurements 
will illustrate our points.. It has been found 
that the treatment of the soil may brin 
about as marked difference for the same kind 
of oats as 48.9 bushels) on “well treated 
ground, against 34.6 on ill-treated ground.

A VITAL NECESSITY. 


UCH - expressions as “Were = only 
S getting ils. a dozen for eggs, and this 
tune last year they were 2s, 4d., are 
commonplaces nowadays, keeping tune with 


‘‘dearer than ever.” In these depressing con- 
ditions, it is little wonder that many poultry- 
keepers are being forced out of business, and 
many others are wens how they are 
going to survive until the hoped-for “better 
times” come along. Things certainly do not 
look the least bit rosy, and, apart altogether 
from the tariff war, there is another—and 
very important—aspect of the uase. It is 
that, while Irish Free State poultry-keepers, 
with the notable exceptions of Cork and one 
or ‘vo other counties, are sadly lacking in 
organisation, English poultry-keepers are a 
growing power in their own country. They 
have risen splendidly to the occasion, and 
are seeing in our difficulty their wonderful 
opportunity; they are rapidly gaining the 
ground which, through the ‘‘economic war, 
we are as-rapidly losing. - It is all very well 
to say that a settlement is bound to come, 
but when; and, if it does com’, we will un- 
doubtedly have to face changed conditions. 
This opmion is strengthened by the fact, 
that recently published figures show, that in 
England there has ben an all-round increase 
in all! classes of poultry stock. In some of 
their leading poultry journals this rapid 
mcrease is giveri as proof that the ideal of 
supplying their own market needs is now 
almost within reach. ‘The fact that dwindling 
demand and decrvased purchasing power 
accompany the increase of stock brings nearer 
still ‘the..realisation of the dream—once 
seemingly impossible—of being able to supply 
the English market with English eggs and 
towl. 


The Lesson for Ireland. 


All this, and much more in the same strain 
in other. sources, points an important, and 
even a vital, lesson for,Ireland. A few 
years ago our exports of poultry and eggs 
were worth, roughly, about. three million. 
England is otganising now to supply her own 
nantes oduce, and to keep out or severely 
er imports; in the time to come 
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prophesy success 


tish it. b ited and .per 
Englis ultry- rs, by” um -per- 
sistent siete’ fee Government help and 
protection, will be the owners of their own 
markets.. In-such a wT what are 
we to do? Obviously it would then be 
too. late to take steps in the matter. 
Now is the time that we must prepare 
to meet changing conditions and try to 
prevent, even at the eleventh hour, the de- 
struction of a valuable industry. The need 
for a virile. poultry-keepers’ organisation 
should. be evident to all—and it has been 
more than once referred to in these columns. 
Even in the midst of general depression cer- 
tain. and great advantages could be obtained 
through a strong co-operative body. To 
mention but one, consider the advantages of 
co-operative buying and selling, and think 
for a moment’ what a difference would re- 
sult were the producer always in a position 
to sell directly to the consumer or exporter. 
There have already been demands for a 
Government, bounty on poultry exports, but, 
as in the case of cattle, were such a scheme 
in operation, “it would be rather to the ad- 
vantage of the exporter or agent than to that 
of the producer. 


Cork’s Headline. 


One really “live wire” poultry-keepers’ 
organisation for the whole of the Free State, 
modelled to some extent on the headline eet 
by County Cork, would soon revitalise the 
drooping industry in all its branches. Is it 
too much to ask for a united effort from all 
connected with the business? Sitting down 
and wringing one’s hands over any trouble can 
only aggravate it, while facing the issue 
and squarely may entirely dispose of 
it. Individuals crying in the wilderness will 
find few hearers and little sympathy, but 
when an organised band are determined to 
vphold and protect their rights it is another 
matter. © Poultry-keepers, then “Be up 
and doing.” he possibilities of com- 
Lined effort seem considerable, even im 
present conditions. _ Apart from. the ad- 
vantages mentioned above, is there not much 
room for development in advertising poultry 
products?’ Intensive campaigns of “* Eat 
more Eggs and Poultry’’ (which, incident- 
ally, would be straight from the farm) is just 
one suggested activity, And what about the 
development of the chicken-canning industry 
and the manufacture of liquid and dried eggs?

NEW EGG-LAYING 
RECORD FOR IRELAND. 


property of Miss K. Newman, Drima- 

daly, Trim, has just made a new 
record for egg-laying in Ireland. This pullet 
was awarded a special prize of a silver medal 
in the recent National Egg-laying Competi- 
tion in the Munster Institute, Cork. During 
the forty-eight weeks of this test the remark- 
able total of 301 eggs, only 11 of which were 
second grade, were laid by the pullet. It 
has the distinction to be the first bird to 
record a score of over 300 eggs in 48 weeks. 
It is also believed to be the highest record 
for the number of first grade eggs for the 
breed in any of the official tests in the 
British Isles. The pullet was retained at the 
Munster Institute for the full year in order 
to get her twelve months’ record, which 
reached’ a total of 327, thus breaking all 
previous Irish records. The returns for the 
grading of these eggs show that 89 were 
specials ' (2, ounces), 227 ‘‘ first grade” 
(2 ounces), and only 11 second grade. Miss 
Newman keeps a trap nest station and a 
small, well-arranged flock of White W yan- 
duties. This was her third entry in the 
National Laying Competition, having obtained 
second prize in the same section in 1929-30, 


GREASE-BANDING OF 
FRUIT TREES. 


- 


HE attention oí fruit growers and 
A gardeners is specially directed to the 
value of grease-banding at this time of 
the year as a means of preventing apples, 
pears, plums and cherries from becoming 
infested next. spring by the destructive cater- 
pillars of the Winter Moth, the March Moth 
and other pests. These moths spend the 
summer as chrysalides in the sgjl and emerge 
during autumn and winter. The females aire 
wingless; they crawl up the tree trunks to lay 
their eggs on the twigs and branches, and the 
caterpillars hatch when the leaves begin 
to come; many acres of fruit trees are bared 
of their leaves by them every spring. 

The object of grease-banding is to trap the 
females as they ascend the trees. For this 
purpose a very sticky, ‘‘ tacky” grease is 
essential; and there are a riumber of efficient 
compositions on the market. The grease 
should be applied to a strip of good quality 
grease-proof paper, 7-9in. wide, which should 
be tied firmly round the tree, both edges being 
secured by string. The grease should cover 
from 3-6in. of the paper band, and where 
possible the band should be placed 3-5ft. from 
the ground.. Fresh grease-bands put -into 
position now should be kept in a “ tacky ” 
condition until April next. If the surface 
hardens or becomes covered with dust, a new 
surface should be exposed by scraping the 
grease with a flat piece of wood. 

With old trees it is sometimes difficult to fit 
the paper band close to the trunk, and the 
moths may be able to crawl underneath; in 
such cases the grease must be applied directly 
to the bark, but to avoid risk af inde bands 
should be used wherever possible. 

The advent. of tar-distillate winter washes, 
which undoubtedly destroy a considerable 
proportion of winter moth eggs, has, perhaps, 
tended in some cases to the neglect of grease- 
banding. It is, however, unwise to neglect 
it, as there is always the chance that eggs 
will ‘be laid after spraying is completed, and 
consequently will not be harmed, and also 
that a certain number of the eggs present on 
the trees escape the effects of the spray. 

By the combined use of tar-distillate sprays 
and grease-bands, the necessity for spring 
and autumn spraying against insect pests can 
often be pony mó 


PROGRESSING FARMING 
AT MOUNT BELLEW, 


‘ WHITE WYANDOTTE pullet, the 


the laying records of Rhode Island Red 

and White Leghorn hens kept at the 
Agricultural College, Mount Bellew, Co. Gal- 
way. The twelve months’ egg yields of two 
birds from each flock were :—Rhode Island 
Red, 289 and 270; White Leghorn, 265 and 
266. The records were taken at random from 
the sheet. kept by the Brother in charge of 
ithe poultry, and indicate the excellence of 
the laying strains comprised the two flocks, 
which are made up of 300 fowl. With a good 
run and spacious housing accommodation, 
these well-bred fowl are very typical speci- 
mens of their breeds. Many of the birds are 
allowed to run in the orchard, and secure 
very appetising food in the shape of fallen 
fruit in addition to whatever insect food may 
be available. 

In the well-constructed piggeries there is a 
high-grade herd of Irish iarge white pigs. 
Animals from this herd have now been sent 
to many parts of the country, and because 
of their suitability for bacon ro- 
duction are much sought after for ivetding 
purposes by farmers. In the hands of 
pedigree ps breeders in other parts of the 
country Mount Bellew stock have proved 
most suecessiul. In this herd experiments im 
the use of different foods are being carried 
out, and the results should prove of great 
value not only to the students attending the 
Agricultural College, but to farmers in 
general, 

The number of students at present in the 
college is thirty. Most of these are scholar- 
ship boys, and come from farms ranging 
from fifteen to thirty acres, while they 
represent many parts of the Irish Free State, 
The training given here is largely of a 
practical nature which enables the boys to 
return to farm work at home with a full 
knowledge of what they should do to make 
farming a paying proposition. 

Apart from this, the Franciscan Brothers 
in charge of the Agricultural College, Mount 
Bellew, have acquired land in the neighbour- 
hood which has had to be cleared of tree 
stumps in order to make it useful for cropping 
urposes. Every foot of ground reclaimed 
in this wav is brought under cultivation with 
the aid of suitable manures and drainage 
where required. The effects of phosphatic 
manures are very evident in the grass on

In a case in which Francis McNamee, 13 
Malahide road, applied for an order of eject- 
ment against Bernard Reynolds from the 
premises, 2 St. James’s avenue, off Clonliffe 
road, Dublin, the question which the judge 
had to decide was whether it would be a 
greater hardship to refuse the landlord an 
order for the ejectment of a tenant than it 
would be to the tenant to be put out. 

In evidence, Mr. McNamee said that he 
succeeded his father in the ownership of the 
house in St. James’s avenue in March, 1930, 
Reynolds had been a tenant of the house 
since 1916. In November, 1930, the witness 
wrote to Reynolds telling him that his own 
house in Donnycarney - was - virtually un- 
inhabitable, and that he would be much 
obliged if Reynolds would ‘ook out for 
another house for himself and give up pos- 
session of the house in St. James's avenue, 
To this letter he got no reply. He wanted 
the house, as he had a wife and eight 
children, aged from 15} years down to 16 
months, and had no accommodation for them 
in his house in Donnycarney, in which there 
was only one room and a kitchen. 

Reynolds .said that he had tried to get 
alternative accommodation, but failed. 
Either the rent asked was too high or the 
houses. available were in an unsuitable part 
of the city. He had a wife and six children 
and a mother-in-law, but his children were 
aged from 11 years to 29 years, and most of 
them were in employment, If he were offered 
the landlord’s house in Donnycarney he 
would not take it, as it was too small. 
When he asked the landlord to get him 
another house, the landlord gave him a 
form of application to fill up for a Corpora- 
tion house, but that was all he heard about it. 

Judge Davitt said that, having regard to 
the ages of the respective families, it would 
be a greater hardship on the landlord if the 
order were refused. No real effort had been 
made by the tenant to get another house since 
1950, and there would be a decree for eject- 
ment, with a stay for two months. 

Mr. Ernest Ward (instructed by Messrs. 
Vincent and Beatty) appeared for the land- 
lord, and Mr. H. Woodcock for the tenant.

Dr. O'C. Donelan, Resident Medical 
Superintendent, reported that the total 
number of inmates at Grangegorman and 
Portrane was 3,817, an increase of 62 upon 
that, for the corresponding period last year. 
He recommended the appointment of’ Dr. 
oy ay Kearney to the medical staff in room 
of Dr. Murnane, who had resigned. He re- 
commended that Dr. Eveleen ‘Brien, Port- 
rane, be promoted to the Assistant-Medical 
Officership, Grangegorman. 

A number of mental hospitals throughout 
the country had received grants for buildin 
purposes and general improvements out o 
the Hospitals’ Sweepstakes surplus, the 
report stated, but up to the present no grant 
had been made in respect of the many sug- 
gested itaprovements in the Joint Com- 
mittee’s mental] hospital. The most important 
of these was the replacing of the existin 
wooden structures at Grangegorman an 
Portrane by permanent structures. 

The report was adopted. 

The chief clerk, in his report, suggested, 
on account of the new duties in force, that 
in future the advertisements for supplies 
should contain a provision that the goods 
should be “Saorstat manufactured,” instead 
of “Trish manufactured.” As to fish, he 
recommended that the supplies should be 
accompanied by a certificate to show that 
they had been- caught in Saorstat-owned 
trawlers, and landed at a Saorstat port.

Protestantism was merely an_ historical 
referénce to the rise of capitalism from the 
ruins of the monasteries and the guilds. 
Both of these institutions had organised a 
widespread system of alms-giving and 
charity. Every student of European history 
agrees that Protestantism. with its emphasis 
on individualism in faith and action, paved 
the way to the post-Reformation philosophies 
of utilitarianism and laissez-faire. A hard 
struggle for trade and individual supremacy 
followed the fracture which Luther and 
Calvin made in Christendom. Dr. McQuaid’s 
congregation on Sunday lust were not think- 
ing of Canon Harvey's coal funds or of 
nurses or of Hospital Sunday; they were 
thinking of the first poor law of Queen 
Elizabeth, and of the barbarous laws against 
vagrants and beggars which followed fast on 
the fall of the monasteries. 


Canon Harvey refers to the history of the | 


Catholic Parish Church of Booterstown. To 
recall the period in which that. church was 
built should be a painful thing for any 
Christian Irishman or woman now living in 
Ireland. The ancient family of the Fitz- 
williams remained Cathoiic even after the 
triumph of King William II; but the 
intolerant laws of Queen Anne’s Ministers 
and the hostility of ‘‘ society ”’ compelled 
this old family to register themselves as 
Protestants in the eighteenth century. They 
were about the last large landholders in 
County Dublin to repudiate the ancient 
faith. In 1811 the majority of tenants on 
the Earl of . Pembroke’s estates were 
Catholics. His income was largely derived 
from the almost empty pockets of the 
Catholics. These Catholics were compelled 
at that period to pay tithes and the rest 
to maintain the Protestant churches. These 
churches Catholics refused to attend for 
conscience sake. Naturaily, there was dis- 
content amongst the poor, and popular unrest 
in 1811 had become a dangerous thing with 
Jacobins abroad and Napoleon at war. 
Therefore, the Earl of Pembroke gave back 
£6,000 to his Catholic teuants and servants, 
so that they might go to ‘‘chapel.”’ Even 
this concession was hedged round with such 
restrictions that no Protestant or Catholic 
would now tolerate them outside of Russia. 
The '“chapel ' was to be obscure and well- 
hidden and lowly, as befitted tenants and 
servants. 

I hear many complaints from my ex- 
Unionist friends that the poor, who are 
mainly Nationalists, do not support, as much 
as they should, the District reg s Asso- 
ciation. My friends should realise that this 
excellent charity was a voluntary organisa- 
tion, formed in great measure from the old 
landholders. It was, in the beginning, con- 
trolled by a prosperous class who had very 
little political or social Synipathy” with’ those 
whom they helped with their humanity. 
Surely now, when a chauge in incomes and 
wages has come to all of us, it would be 
wise and sensible to transfer these nurses to 
the County and organise them as a 
charge off the rates, and not on charity.

Britain can be induced to lower the tariff 
walls by only one means—the payment of 
the land annuities which are due to her. 
As soon as those moneys are paid the 
special duties will be removed at once, 
and the Irish farmer can ship his beasts 
to England again.

In yet another respect the continuance 
of the annuities is vital to the Free State. 
The farmer’s land has been bought for 
him by a host of capitalists in Ireland 
and England—the people whom the

AN IMPRESSIVE MOMENT. 


Officers howled out their staccato words 
of command, There was a crash of rifle 
butts on concrete as a wild cheer pierced 
the air, and the crashing bars of *‘ God 
Save the King’’ brought the Prince's 
hand sharply to the salute. Here, before 
our eyes, in the person of that frail young 
man, was the personification of the 
passionate loyalty which in these days 
has been raised to such a pitch of 
intensity in Northern Ireland. Thousands 
of those who all their lives had cheered 
the name of Royalty now for the first 
time saw its representative in the flesh ; 
and poor old Dublin seemed farther away 
than ever. It was an impressive moment, 
full of tense feeling, full of portent for 
Ireland’s future; and the spell was only 
broken when the Prince, with quick, 
nervous gesture and eager step, began to 
inspect the Guard of Honour. 

That little ceremony over, His Royal 
Highness walked slowly up the steps 
to the Porch, saluting constantly, 
and evidently surprised at the magni- 
tude of his reception. There was the 
customary series of 
the entrance, as the light and leading of 
Northern Ireland made obeisance to the 
King’s heir; and then, as a procession 
was formed to escort the Prince to the 
steps of the Entrance Hall, a fanfare of 
trumpets sounded a Royal salute, and, 
hat in hand, he made his way along the 
aisle, bowing to right and to left, until 
finally he caught sight of the Duchess of 
Abercorn, who curtsied as he shook her 
quickly by the hand, while a choir and 
the general gathering sang “ The King ”’ 
once again. 


MANY PROMINENT FIGURES 

The comparatively cramped space of the 
Entrance Hall was filled to overflowing as 
the Prince took his stand on the steps. 
Behind and around him on the staircase 
were grouped most of the prominent 
figures in Northern Irish life. The Duke 
was on his left, the Primate on his right. 
Lord Craigavon and his Ministers were 
immediately behind, while naval, mili- 
tary, legal and political personages of all 
sorts and conditions ranged themselves in 
the background. It was a colourful sight. 
The scarlet uniforms of the soldiers and 
His Majesty’s Lieutenants were splashed 
against the black and gold of the judges’ 
robes. A solitary Union Jack, draped on 
the balcony behind the Prince, was the 
only decoration in the Hall; but the 
stairs and balustrades were covered with 
royal blue cloth, which enhanced the 
pageantry of the scene. 

The Speakers of Senate and Commons 
stood on either side of the staircase in the 
body of the Hall. Lord Londonderry’s 
tall and graceful figure dominated a 
group ‘which included his = scarlet-uni- 
formed son, Viscount Castlereagh, the 
giant form of Lord Cushendun, and tha 
soldierly figure of Lord Kilmorey. Beside 
the Prince stood Mr. Ormsby Gore, who 
in his capacity as First Commissioner vf 
Public Works, had the task of handing 
over the building formally to the Northern 
Government, and one noticed Lord 
Masserene, the youthful Marquis vl 
Dufférin and Ava—who was one of the 
few who did not wear a uniform; Mr. 
Thomas Moles, Sir Robert Lynn, Sir 
William Turner, Sir Crawford McCullagh,

He read his speech, but did not adhere 
strictly to the printed wording. Obviously 
nervous, almost, indeed, as if he were 
overwhelmed by the pomp and circumstance 
of it all, the heir to the Imperial Crown, 
on behalf of his august father, declared 
that Northern Ireland’s Parliament House 
now was to be the seat of Northern 
Government. The fanfares’ brazen notes 
completed the ceremony, and once more 
“God Save the King” was sung in full- 
throated harmony. . 

The Prince set out on a tour of inspec- 
tion of the building, after which he spent 
some time in Lord Craigavon’s private 
room, with the Premier and his wife. 
At 2.15 he appeared once again, this time 
wearing the ordinary naval cap, instead of 
the cocked hat with which he had arrived, 
There ‘were leave-takings and salutes, 
hoarse cheers and waving handkerchiefs, 
words of command and many comings and 
goings. In a few minutes the Prince had 
entered his car again, his Standard was 
struck on Stormont. Police officers and 
stewards hurried hither and thither, and 
the boyish figure of the Prince, looking 
rather tired and thoughtful, drove away 
down the avenue, leaving us behind to 
ponder over the events of a memorable 


afternoon.

AN ULSTER

On the historic occasion of his first 
visit to Belfast the Prince of Wales, as 
King George had predicted, found the 
warmest of welcomes awaiting him, 
remarks The Times. When he Janded 
yesterday on the soil of Northern Ireland, 
and as he drove through the closely- 
packed crowds that lined the lon; pro- 
cessional route to the new Government 
Buildings at Stormont, he was received 
by many thousands with a tumultuous 
enthusiasm that even those who have 
accompanied him on his memorable series 
of visits to the overseas Dominions have 
never seen excelled. Nowhere in the 
Empire has he met with more heartfelt 
displays of affectionate devotion and 
lovalty to himself and his father, the 
King. It was a great day for the Prince. 
himself as well as for Belfast and Ulster ; 
a great day, too, in a special sense, for 
Lord Carson and Lord Craigavon, 

The Parliament buildings which the 
Prince had come from England to open 
were inaugurated by King George eleven 
years ago, when His Majesty visited 
Belfast, as he recalled in the message 
which he had commissioned the Prince to 
deliver on his behalf, to be present at the 
first meeting of the new Parliament. They 
stand to-day—as Lord Craigavon said in 
gratefully acknowledging ‘‘ the. magni- 
ficent gift ’’ presented by the First Com- 
missioner of Works in the name of the 
British Government—as a symbol of the 
link between Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland. There can be no question that 
the Prince’s first visit to Belfast has 
visibly strengthened the bonds that unite 
its citizens to the Crown and to the rest of 
the Empire.

Trade; estate duty for debt redemption, 
with investment bonds for estate duty

HOUSING, 

The Housing Committee recommend 
that a Housing Commission should be ap- 
pointed to discharge the functions of a 
public landlord, and that a State guarantee 
should be given to loans advanced by 
building societies. The Rents Restriction 
Acts should be repealed with regard to two 
higher rented classes of house. 

The Committee on Education were of 
opinion that expenditure on teachers’ 
salaries has increased to a sum beyond t'ie 
capacity of the country to bear.

The lawyer said that he had received 
thousands of letters from all over Ireland 
claiming relation to the late Mr. Whelan. 
In reply to Mr. Corboys’ query whether he 
had visited Nenagh in his quest for relatives, 
he replied that he had not, and that he 
would be pleased to receive any information 
from that town. 

Mr. Corboy pointed out that it would be 
difficult for him to trace the baptismal lines 
of the late Mr. John Whelan’s father, extend- 
ing back over one hundred years, an no baptis- 
mal records were permissible in the Roman 
Catholic Church rntil Daniel O’Connell’s Act 
of Emancipation was passed, but that many 
family registers were kept. He informed the 
lawyer that Mr. James Whelan’s father, of 
Nenagh, had such a family register, dating 
back one hundred and twenty-five years, and 
that his father had a brother, Denis Whelan, 
who emigrated in the distant past to America. 
Now, Mr. John Whelan's father was named 
Denis, and from information gleaned from 
the family register the Nenagh claimant hopes 
to supply some information which may 
ultimately lead to his claim of portion of the 
estate being admitted in the New York 
Courts.

THREATENED STOPPAGE 
OF SUPPLIES. 


To prevent a stoppage of milk supplies to 
the leading Dublin milk distributors, the Free 
State Minister for Agricuiture has been asked 
to call a conference of the parties concerned 
with a view to a settlement. ‘‘ The producers 
are represented by the Leinster Milk Pro- 
ducers’ Association, Wicklow, and the County 
Dublin Farmers’ Protection Association, and 
their complaint is that the distributors are 
refusing to pay an ecoromic price for winter 
milk, their way being from 3d. to 4d. per 
gallon less than those paid Jast winter. 

The producers, as a whole, it is said, are 
asking for a lightning strike, which would 
mean the stoppage of supplies to a large 
number of distributors. The distributors con- 
cerned are:—Messrs. Hughes Bros., Craigie 
Bros., the Lucan Dairy, the Dublin Cow. 
keepers’ and Dairymen's Association, and the 
Dublin Wholesale and Retail Milk Vendors’

DUBLIN'S SWELLING

Mrs. Kettle (Chairman) presided at yes- 
terday’s meeting of the Dublin Board of 
Assistance. The Relief Supervisors reported 
that during last week 8,459 cases had been 
relieved at a cost of £4,614 1s. 6d., an in- 
crease of 90 cases and £65, 19s. Od. as com- 
pared with the previous week, and an ‘in- 
crease of 1,160 cases and £778 2s. Od. as com- 
pared with the corresponding week last year, 

Mr. Medlar asked whether there would be 
any decrease for the current week, and Mr. 
Healy (Relief Supervisor) said that many 
were going off relief, but a corresponding 
number was being put on the list. 

The Clerk (Mr. J. P. Condon) stated that 
the actual cost of relief had gone up. 

Mr. Medlar said that, according to the 
newspapers, 700 men were to go on relief 
work this week, and he wished to know if, as 
had been promised, half of the number was to 
be drawn from the able-bodied unemployed 
on relief. 

Mr. Conway, Relief Supervisor, replied that
